According to attorneys for young

It was charged that early 
on the morning of 21st, Beaty looked 
out from his office and saw two ne­ 
groes, both of whom wore known to 
Beaty, being held up. The young man 
was said to have drawn his gun to 
assist his negro acquaintances, who 
escaped in the mix-up. 
The stranger was seeking to arrest 
the ntgroes, he told Beaty, it is said, 
and he was a detective of the South­ 
ern railway. 
Beaty is then said to haVfe told the 
detective that if ífe had known who 
he was, he would have assisted him 
instead of the negroes, as they were 
said by the detective to have taken 
some mail out of U. 8. mail sacks. 
Beaty was then seized by the rail­ 
road special agent, according to the 
charges and was taken through tho 
streets as a prisoner; taken to Hunts­ 
ville in a negro coach, still 
hand 
cuffed, and later taken through the 
street*' of Huntsville, to the federal 
authorities, who when they had heard 
the sttfry of Beaty refused to arrest 
him, m e allegations contended.1 
The special agent was said to have 
taken Beaty,and held him • in hand* 
cuffs the night df April 21st over the 
protest of an attorney, who 
asked

Instead Rep­ 
resentative J. Lee Long, acting for, 
the administration, offered a substi- 
tute which provides that members of ¡ 
fhe tax commission shall serve at the 
will of the governor and without sp e-1 
cific term.i of office. The governor 
has power to remove any member at 
any time with or without cause. 
This provision of the bill was at­ 
tacked by Representative Travis W il­ 
liams of Franklin, who proposed an 
amendment making the tax commis­ 
sion appointive for the term of the 
governor. Mr. Williams declared that 
the bill giving the governor author­ 
ity to remove the commissioners at 
will was dangerous because the gov- 
ernór could direct tjje commission to 
increase the taxes and if the mem­ 
bers did not follow his instructions 
they could be removed from office.

amendment and proceeded to pass 
the bill as written.

Two efforts were matte to amend 
the bill so as to provide for the aboli­ 
tion of the tax adjusters at once and 
at a date earlier than September 30. 
Representative Elliott of Choctaw 
proposed the abolition of the tax ad­ 
justers at once, contending that a

the 
law-makers 
were elected on a platform calling for 
the ending of the present taxing sys­ 
tem at the earliest possible moment. 
Representative Long, acting as ad­ 
ministration floor leader on the bill, 
opposed the amendment and conten­ 
ded that while he favors the abolition 
of the adjusters as soon as possible 
the governor should have the right 
to maintain a - taxing system until 
other plans are made which will in­ 
clude the dispensing with the 
ser­ 
vices of the tax adjusters. 
Mr. Long said the governor had

“Whosoever may be handed Mus­ 
cle Shoals, will receive from the gov- 
ornmtnt a vast potential possibility, 
u tool which may effect the economic 
rearrangement of the particular in­ 
dustry to which it is applied.” 
Five Methods Open. 
Five possible methods of dcslirVg 
with 
the government’s vast invest­ 
ment at Muscle Shoals were consider­ 
ed in the engineering analysis. 
The first was that of maintaining 
the enterprise in its presont shape, in 
readiness for completion in case of 
war, This was declared Impracticable, 
considering the likelihood of progress 
in manufacturing chemicals with elec­ 
trical power. 
The second dealt with the proposals 
for its completion by the government 
at a cost of $50,000,060 and later 
operation under public supervisión. 
"This would be difficult to realise 
under government operation for the 
government cannot embark in com­ 
petition with private industries,” the 
report said on this point, after point­ 
ing out that great stores of raw ma­ 
terials in the way of coal, iron, phos­ 
phates and limestone in the territory 
made possible the development of an 
industrial center. 
“It is possible that a special com­ 
mission, permanently constituted and 
absolutely independent of political in­ 
fluence might solve the problem, oth­ 
erwise it would be impossible for the 
government to undertake any form, 
of operation.” 
Scrapping Unthinkable. 
Scrapping of Muscle Shoals plants 
for salvage was declared “to be sim­ 
ply unthinkable,” it was added, while 
the best solution was said to be that 
of inducing ”a combination of indus­ 
trial organiaztions which would op­ 
erate there with the primary motive 
of maintaining a vast center of war 
preparedness.” 
“Such a group had failed to appear,”
